Of Schools; Brad Clements, Deputy Superintendent of Schools and Operation;
Angela M. Fulp, Principal, Spring Ridge Middle School)

Commissioner Jones moved, seconded by Commissioner Morgan, to approve and
authorize Commissioner President Russell to execute the budget amendment
transferring $250,000 from the FIN13 Capital Reserve to the new project, Spring
Ridge Middle School Renovation PS1303, as approved by the Board of Education on
May 8, 2013; and approve the Board to execute the Letter of Consent signifying this
action. Motion carried 5-0

Commissioner Morris moved, seconded by Commissioner Jarboe, to approve and
authorize Commissioner President Russell to execute the FY2014 PATH Grant,
Project US1489, from the Maryland Mental Hygiene Administration on behalf of
the St. Mary’s County Department of Aging and Human Services in the amount of
$45,950, and the related sub-recipient agreement between the County and Three
Oaks Center. Motion carried 5-0.

Commissioner Morris moved, seconded by Commissioner Morgan, to approve and
authorize Commissioner President Russell to execute the FY2014 Five County
Crownsville Project Jail Services and Administration Grant Letter of Agreement,
Project MD 1453 and MD1492, the related Scope of Services and the 432 Budget
documents from the Anne Arundel County Mental Health Agency in the amount of
$78,222 to support the development, enhancement and maintenance of community
based mental health services. Motion carried 5-0.

DEPT. OF PUBLIC WORKS AND TRANSPORTATION: PROPOSED ADOPTION
OF THE ST. MARY’S COUNTY STORMWATER MANAGEMENT, GRADING,
EROSION AND SEDIMENT CONTROL ORDINANCE

The Commissioners were briefed on the proposed Ordinance on October 16, 2012 followed by the
posting of the proposed Ordinance on the County Website for public review and comments.

A public hearing was held on November 20, 2012. There were no public comments at the hearing and
no letters received during the open comment period. Internal comments received from the Department
of Land Use and Growth Management were mainly for clarification purposes. The Maryland
Department of the Environment reviewed the proposed text amendment in February 2013 and
authorized formal adoption by the County.

Mary’s County Stormwater Management, Grading, Erosion and Sediment Control Ordinance as
presented by staff. Motion carried 5-0.
